Street  Improvements. 

Our  Town  Committee  hare  settled  the 
question  of  gas  for  another  Tear,  and  a 
favorable  opportunity  is  afforded  for  the 
beginning  already  made  UDder  the  Street 
Improvement  law  to  be  pushed  forward. 
TFe  hope  that  work  under  tne  second  and 
third  sections  of  tfce  law,  which  relates 
surveying  and  laying  out  on  a  regular  plan, 
blocks  and  squares  in  the  township,  and  also 
the  establisnment  of  grades,  will  be  resumed. 
Now  is  the  time,  if  ever,  to  do  tins  work. 
Sidewalksnmd  crosswalks  \havl  been  laid, 
aod  are  now  Wing  pnt  dow'p,  at  consider¬ 
able  expense.  Many  of  them  will  need  to 
be  tak«>n  up  and  the  work  done  over  again 
when  grades  are  permanently  established, 
or  the  streets, where jiecesaary,  widened  and 
straightened.  Doubtless  three  building 
sites  could  be  sold  in  our  town  where  one  is 
now  disposed  of,  if  the  contemplative  buyer 
or  builder  know  ju>t  where  to  stake  out  Ins 
building,  and  just  how  deep  to  excavate  the 
cellar,  w  hich  he  cannot  know  with  any  cer¬ 
tainly  until  the  side  lint*  and  centre  grade  of 
the  street  is  fixed. 

Again,  there  is  an  urgent  necessity  for 
streets  to  accommodate  the  public  in  places 
where  now  there  axe  none.  Outside  of  the 
immediate  Center,  as  it  is  railed,  there  is  no 
immedia'e  call  for  new  streets,  but  nobody 
ought  to  deDj  the  urgent  demand  for  cutting 
Fremont  street  through  to  Broad.  If  the 
present  TownCommittee  would  consummate 
the  mapping,  blocking  and  opening  of  the 
territory  embraced  in  the  small  quadrilateral 
made  by  Bloomfield  avenue.  Liberty,  Frank¬ 
lin  and  Waahingtou  streets,  they  would  ac¬ 
complish  a  decided  improvement.  The 
work  contemplated  in  the  street  improve¬ 
ment  law  can  be  done  now  at  much  less  ex¬ 
pense  and  with  greater  advantage  to  the 
town  than  a  few  years  hence.  We  can  now 
elect  good,  boneet,  reliable  men  as  town 
officers,  but  we  cannot  expect  to  have  as  in¬ 
telligent,  as  conscientious  and  as  discreet 
representatives  always. 

Therefore,  in  view  of  all  these  things,  it 
seems  eminently  proper  that  the  Town 
Committee  of  the  present  year  should  enter 
earnestly  upon  a  work  so  necessary  to  the 
prosperity  and  improvement  of  our  town¬ 
ship. 


Our  Public  Schools. 

The  attendance  at  our  Public  Schools, 
whioh  was  large  on  the  opening,  has  each 
day  since  increased  until  the  number  of 
scholars  is  greater  than  it  ha9  ever  been  be¬ 
fore.  At  the  opening  of  Centre  School  on 
Monday  last,  the  assembling  of  classes  in 
the  High  School  room  filled  it  to  overflow¬ 
ing.  The  teachers  are  busy  arranging  their 
classes  and  studies,  and  the  pupils,  for  the 
most  part,  are  entering  earnestly  and  joyous¬ 
ly  upon  the  work  before  them.  From  the 
present  indications  it  is  fair  to  anticipate  a 
bright  record  of  progress  and  achievement 
in  all  the  depaitmeuts  for  the  ensuing  term. 

It  has  been  proposed,  by  those  friends  of 
education  particularly  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  our  School,  lo  offer  some  prizes 
for  good  scholarship  at  the  annual  exami¬ 
nation  next  year.  No  doubt  such  a  project 
will  meet  with  favor  among  teachers  and 
scholars,  but  it  will  need  the  approval  and 
sanction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  It  would 
be  an  innovation  in  Bloomfleld,  it  is  true. 
But  are  we  not  a  little  behind  the  age  in 
this  respect  ? 

It  is -maintained  by  those  who  are  opposed 
to  prize  recitations,  that  the  plan  will  react 
unfavorably  and  discouragingly  upon  many 
scholars  who  have  not  the  natural  ability  or 
determination  to  engage  in  rivalry  with  those 
more  gifted  than  themselves,  thiukiug  there 
would  be  no.  chance  for  them  to  gain  the 
reward.  We  think  the  instances  where  this 
may  b6  expected  to  result  are  few  and  far 
between.  The  general  effect  would  be  ad¬ 
vantageous.  A  natural  emulation,  ordeiure 
to  excel,  would  pervade  the  entire  school 
The  prize**,  of  course,  should  be  graduated, 

and  i\ot  restricted  to  mere  scholarship. 
Deportment  and  prompt  attendance 
should  he  made  mutters  of  competition  r.a

Our  Recent  Bobberies. 

Mb  Fdttob 

I  had  an  iatertiew  to-day  with  oUr  dis¬ 
tinguished  fellow  citizen, T ho*.  Pierson, Esq. 
My  object  was  to  ascertain  some  facts  which 
I  understood  were  in  his  possession  in  re¬ 
lation  to  the  burglaries  in  his  neighborhood 
at  West  End,  reported  in  yesterday’s  Rec¬ 
ord.  Mr.  Pierson  received  me  courteous¬ 
ly.  acknowledged  that  the  Record  bad 
treated  him  with  uniform  fairneaa,  und 
willingly  undertook  to  give  me  all  the  in¬ 
formation  in  his  power,  about  the  attempt 
on  his  premises  at  West  End  near  the  rail 
road,  on  that  eventful  night. 

Mr.  Pierson  keeps  two  dogs  and  a  revolv¬ 
er,  to  which— nud  his  own  vigilance— he  at¬ 
tributes  his  escape  from  robbery  that  night 
He  was  awakened,  about  midnight,  by  the 
barking  of  the  smaller  dog,  who  sleeps  very 
lightly.  Instantly  rising  and  without  stop¬ 
ping  even  to.  put  on  his  slippers,  he  seized 
his  revolver,  sprang  to  the  window,  threw 
up  the  sash,  and  fired  out  into  the  darkness. 
Unfortunately,  at  the  very  instant  of  the  dis¬ 
charge  he  happened  to  wink,  and  so  did  not 
know*  whether  his  shot  took  effect.  He  could 
find  no  trace  of  blood  the  next  morning,  and 
thinks  the  burglars  were  not  hit,  but  be¬ 
lieves  they  were  frightened  off.  and  pro¬ 
ceeded  directly  to  Mr.  M.  W.  Dodd’s  and 
Mr.  Reford’s,  whose  premises  (at  WestEud) 
they  succeeded  in  entering  and  robbing  as 
reported  in  your  valuable  paper. 

Mr.  Pierson  says  the  reason  Bloomfield  is 
so  infested  with  burglars  is  that  our  citizen’s 
generally  do  not  take  proper  precautions,  as 
he  does.  If  every  one  would  keep  two  dogs 
aud  a  revolver,  and  jump  out  of  bed,  and 
fire  out  of  the  window  every  time  the  dogs 
bark,  we  should  hear  very  little  of  bur- 
i  glaries.  But  most  people  sleep  all  night, 
relying  for  safety  on  the  Citizen’s  Protec¬ 
tive  Association,  which  has  never  accom¬ 
plished  anything  yet,  except  to  make  a 
noise  after  the  burglars  have  escaped.  He 
has  often  been  solicited  to  joiu  the  Associa¬ 
tion  but  has  steadily  refused.  He  thinks 
au  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of 
cure,  and  would  rather  have  «<ue  good  dog 
and  a  revolver  than  fifty  Citizen’s  Protec¬ 
tive  Associations. 

Mr.  Pierson  states  emphatically  that  the 
story  of  bis  dwelling  having  been  entered 
by  burglars  and  robbed  of  a  large  quantity 
of  silver  plate  und  jewelry  is  utterly  false. 
He  has  lived  in  Bloomfield  a  great  many 
years,  and  never  yet  was  robbed  of  any¬ 
thing, — except  an  iron-handled  post-spade 
which  somebody  stole,  one  day  last  week, 
from  under  a  pile  of  rails,  in  the  woods, 
while  he  and  bis  dog  were  gone  home  to 
dinner — and  a  very  valuable  little  yellow, 
three-legged  dog  which  was  spirited  away 
more  than  a  year  ago,  and  probably  mur¬ 
dered  by  burglars,  to  whom  hie  sleepless 
vigilance  and  inconuptible  ^fidelity  had 


rendered  him  obnoxious.

An  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Tow®  Com¬ 
mittee  was  held  last  Fnday  afternoon,  nil 
the  members  being  present. 

Reports  from  the  various  committees 
were  received,  but  presented  nothing  of  es¬ 
pecial  interest  or  importance.

A  petition  was  received  from  property 
owners  on  Orange  street,  to  have  the  aide- 
walk  on  said  street  graded  and  planked. 

Referred  to  sidewalk  committee. 

A  petition  was  received,  which  was  sub¬ 
stantially  as  follows  : 

“We  the  undersigned,  property  owners 
and  taxpayers  residing  north  of  the  Mont¬ 
clair  Railway,  would  respecfully  request 
that  the  boundaries  of  the  lamp  district  be 
changed  so  as  to  exclude  all  territory  in  the 
township  north  of  the  said  Railway.  The 
petition  was  signed  by  Samuel  A.  Cocke- 
fair  and  80  others.  A  similar  petition  was 
received,  signed  by  Henry  Brown  and  oth¬ 
ers,  asking  that  all  territory  east  of  canal  be 
excluded  from  the  lighting  district. 

Mr.  Richards  moved  to  lay  the  petitions 
on  the  table. 

Mr.  Oakes  thought  the  petitions  ought 
not  to  bp  disregarded.  In  a  discussion 
which  followed  it  was  shown  that  changing 
the  boundaries  of  the  district  would  relieve 
the  excluded  portions  from  paying  any  gas 
tux,  and  shifted  it  upon  others,  making  it 
heavier  than  they  could  pay.  It  was  shown 
by  Mr.  L.  Cockefair,  a  citizen  who  present¬ 
ed  oue  of  the  petitions  that  the  portion  of 
the  town  between  Bay  Lane  and  the  Mont¬ 
clair  Railroad  paid  one  third  of  the  entire 
lamp  tax,  and  had  but  36  lamps.  It  was 
stated  by  the  chairman  that  the  district  had 
been  formed  in  accordance  with  the  law,  in 
every  particular,  that  n  meeting  had  been 
duly  called  before  making  it,  to  hear  objec¬ 
tions  ;  that  none  were  made  to  the  district, 
at  that  time.  He  thought  there  was  a  ques¬ 
tion  if  we  could  now  change  the  district. 

Mr.  Reford  moved  to  refer  the  petitions 
to  Hon.  J.  W.  Taylor,  for  an  opinion 
whether  the  district  could  be  altered  or  not. 

Mr.  Oakes  thought  there  was  no  question 
as  to  the  option  of  the  Town  Committee  to 
alter  the  district,  in  their  discretion.  The 
committee  of  last  year  had  recognized  the 
principle  by  drawing  a  line  at  Bay  street, 
and  the  petitioners  only  asked  to  have  the 
line  "brought  down  to  the  Railroad. 

Upon  voting  it  was  carried  to  refer  kbe 
petitions  to  counsel,  to  report  at  the.  next 
meeting. 

A  written  opinion  was  then  read  from  the 
Town  Counsel,  W.  K.  Williamson,  in  re¬ 
gard  to  the  right  of  the  Town  Committee  to 
act  under  the  street  improvement  law  in  .  .. 

widening  Washington  street,  in  accordance 
with  the  petition  of  T.  W.  Lengstroth  and 
others.  The  ogfbion  was  favorable  to  the 
request  of  the  petitioners,  and  action  was 
luid  over  until  the  next  meeting. 

Mr.  Potter  moved  to  renew  the  contract 
with  the  M.  G.  A  W.  Co. ,  for  lighting  the 
streets  with  gas  for  one  year  fromtOct.

R.  I,  is  to  be  set  up  on  the  field  of  Ao- 
ti'tam.  It  repre-ient*  s  soldier  of  handsome 
features  dresse  l  in  United  States  uniform, 
with  the  usual  overcoat  and  forage  cap.  On 
the  waist  belt-plate  is  the  “U.  8.,”  the  bay¬ 
onet  is  in  its  scabbard,  and  the  man  is  clasp¬ 
ing  his  gun  in  the  attitude  of  “rest”  The 
weight  of  the  statue  is  thirty  tons,  its  height 
twenty-one  and  a  half  feet,  the  length  of  the 
gun  is  eighteen  feet,  and  the  foot  of  the 
figure  measures  three  feet  in  length.  It  will 
be  a  very  noble  aud  fitting  memorial  of  the 
contest  which  took  plaoe  upon  the  Antietam 
slopes.  This  is  one  qf  the  largest  statues 
over  made  in  America.
